Steven Kazoullis, one of the 
organizers of the event, traced back the 
origins of the game. 


“GOSPYA Trivia Games Nights 
have now been 
happening for quite a 
while. This one was 
our ninth, you 
know.” 


“We began as a 
simple three-person 
committee, consisting 
of Leah Kypniadakis, 
s Eleni Mihalitsis and 
myself. Originally, the first trivia nights 
were just an extension of Fellowship. 
We meet every second Friday at GOSP 
Hall at 7:30. Sometimes we _ go 
bowling, sometimes we play Tavli or 
Monopoly. So we said to ourselves 
‘Why don’t we try Trivial Pursuit?’. So 
we did.” 


On our first night, we weren’t too 
sure what to expect. We just got up and 
timidly asked our six questions each, 


and then sat down again. We weren’t 
quite sure on how to run the thing. As 
it turned out, everyone had a great time, 
and each time we held a Games Night, 
the attendance grew and grew, until 
slowly we built up quite a large 
following. People would meet us in the 
street and ask us ‘When are you having 
another one?’. We would tell them 
when the next one was on, and the next 
question would always be ‘Can you tell 
us some of the questions?’” 


“Pretty soon, it was out of control. 
It wasn’t long before we needed a 
computer to help us with the marking 
of the questions. Eventually, of course, 
we ran out of ideas. Basically, we were 
too tied in with the ‘Five equal parts per 
question’ philosophy, and our 
creativity did not venture much past 
that.” 


“Once Kon Penklis came on the 
scene and basically took over the 
narrating and began providing the 
creativity we needed, the whole thing 
exploded into what it is today.” 


Indeed, in the more recent Trivia 
Nights, the teams participate in physical 
exercises, memory quizzes, and risk 
questions in which they gamble many 
points on a single question. 


“We really have questions for 
everyone. We have sporting questions, 
Current Affairs, Science, Literature, 
Art, Music (which is my favourite), 
and History. Many people think that 
they can’t play because they don’t have 
a PhD in Biochemical Engineering. 
Actually, a PhD in Biochemical Engin- 
eering would be of very little use, 
because | don’t think we have ever 
asked any Biochemical Engineering 
questions. Most people are amazed at 


how well they can play if they have a 
good, well-balanced team. It is import- 
ant to understand that the questions do 
not depend on the player himself. but 
on the combined efforts of six players, 
each of whom may know a little about a 
particular topic. Together, they are six 
times as good.” 


“With Kon overseeing and 
coordinating the questions, we are now 
quite organized and streamlined in our 
operation. Quite frankly, I don’t quite 
know how we come up with so many 
questions in time for each Trivia Night, 
with so many to spare. We throw away 
the questions that are too difficult or too 
easy or just plain silly. The most 
important thing in composing questions 
is variety and creativity. We are about 
two Trivia Nights ahead with our 
questions now.”

They came to 
learn, to express their concerns and opinions to eur Church Leaders; to meet 
different and interesting(?} young people from other states; and, not least, 
to have some fun and a good break from studies or work. 


Proceedings began on Sunday afternoon with ‘Registration’ and Vespers, where 
His Eminence Archbishop Stylianos officiated. We were honoured to have Prof. 
Paschos form Greece leading the choir in that service - he was well worth 
hearing. That evening the Governor of South Australia, Dame Roma Mitchel, 
officially opened the Conference in the Grand Hall of the State Bank Centre 

Qt was actually the foyer). There followed a reception where we were entertained 
by a string quartet. G.e. if you got close enough to actually hear them). 

The rest of the evening wes left free for people to socialise informally. 


Early the next morning the chartered buses transported the delegates to 
St Peter's Girls' School - the Conference venue - where the real work began. 
After the Orthos service, the Archbishop delivered his paper which was entitled 
"Physical and Spiritual Fathers'.: It set out to define the concept of 'fatherhood' 
and compare and contrast the roles of the spiritual and physical father. 
The subsequent wurkshop session provided a lively forum for discussing these 
issues and each group was later given an opportunity to expressits opinions 
to the whole conference. Afterwards the Lord mayor hosted reception for 
the delegates at the Town Hall and this was followed by a dinner dance at 
the Port Adelaide Community Centre. Everybody enjoyed themselves and - 
judging by the number of late-comers the next day - some more than others. 


On Tuesday, Professcr Paschos from = the University of Athens presented his 
paper - ‘Mystical-Neptic Fathers and Modern Man'. Even though it was rather 
long (i'm sure very few delegates actually read through all twenty-four pages 
of it), it proveded a good introduction to Orthodox mystical theology. The 
workshop, again, allowed people to concentrate on and discuss those areas 
which they considered relevant and report back to the Conference. The rest 
of the afternoon was taken up with resolutions, farewell addresses and 'thank- 
you's’ to all the people wha helped make the conference a resounding success. 


In the evening we all boarded a hired train and headed to the Barossa Valley 
for dinner. The trip took about one and a half hours each way but everyone 
was kept well entertained by our own group of roaming singers (in which Queens- 
land delegates fratured Promineotiy). For those who still had the stamina 
to go on, there was a boat cruise on the next day. f{ heard that it was very 


good. 


Many thanks must go to Bishop Joseph and the Adelaide youtti for organising 
such a successful conference. And guess what! . . . the next one is going 
to be held in Brisbane. So, in the immortal words of Father Elias - "You aint 
seen nothing yet!"
